the important part that sugar 
cane has played in our world 
history, economy and everyday 


living. 

The origin of sugar is lost. It 
is generally conceded that sugar 
was produced from sugar cane 
in a primitive manner in India 
centuries before the Christian 
Era. As time went on, sugar 
cane was carried westward. 

‘Through the wanderings of 
the Arabs, sugar cane moved to 
Persia, Egypt, and westward a- 
long the north African coast. 
Alexander the Great, in 300 B. 
C., brought cane from Indian to 
Europe. The Moors carried it to

Many small 
mills sprang up all over the is- 
land, but some of them later 
combined for better business, 
and many of these companies 
still exist today. 


Menendez probably first in- 
troduced sugar into Florida soon 
after he founded St, Augustine 
in 1565, During the English per- 
iod in Florida sugar was manu- 
factured on a commercial scale 
at the New Smyrna Colony be- 
tween 1767 and 1776. Between 
1850 and 1860. Major Robert 
Gamble of Tallahassee moved to 
Manatee County and erected a 
mill for sugar production, but 
the war between the states, and 
fine, put an end to this enter- 

rise. 


prise: 

In the United States census 
for 1860, Florida was credited 
with 1,669 hogsheads, or 2,002, 
800 pounds of sugar. It is gener- 
ally believed that this amount 
included the first year's output 
of the Gamble mill. 

The Florida State Department 
of Agriculture was created in 
1889 and in that year a sy- 
stematic record of sugar cane 
and sugar, production was est- 
ablished. A record of all farm 
statistics has been kept to the 
present. Ever since the ceding of 
the Everglades to Florida, inter- 
est in crops suitable for this 
area has been continuous. Bé- 
cause of the semi-tropical cli- 
mate, sugar cane has been one 
of the crops that gave the most 
promise. 

From the early 1880's to the 
1920's, spasmodic attempts were 
made to develop íts culture in 
the Everglades. These attempts 
failed, mostly because of the 
lack of water control unsuit- 


able cane "varieties, and cane 
diseases, Present sugar opera- 
tions in the ‘Glades were found- 
ed on work done by F, E. Bry- 
ant. Later, Mr. Bryant sold to 
B. G. Dahlberg who formed the 
Southern Sugar Company. 

In 1930 this company went in- 
to recei . From that, the 
United States Sugar Corpora- 
tion came into being. Their 
plans was to operate at least 
three mills and produce an un- 
limited amount of sugar. 

‘The government imposed a 
sugar quota in*1934, and again 
in 1937 and 1948. This made it 
impossible for a domestic sugar 
producer to undertake any 
large scale expansion. Another 
provision of the Sugar Act 
gave the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture means by which he could 
effectively control the price of 
sugar. 

In 1956 there were three com- 
panies engaged in sugar produc- 
tion in Florida. They were the 
United States Sugar Corpora- 
tion, with headquarters in Clew- 
iston, the Fellsmere Sugar Pro- 
ducers with headquarters in 
Fellsmere, and the Okeelanta 
Refinery with headquarters in 
South Bay. 

With acreage restrictions, the 
sugar people were forced to 
make their alloted acres pro- 
duce more sugar. Consequently, 
Florida now has one of the low- 
est man hours per ton of cane 
of any area,in the world. 
With-the*rise of Fidel Castro 
ín Cuba and his admission of 
loyalty to the communist party 
and the Soviet Union, the Unit- 
ed States government saw fit to 
discontinue trade with Cuba. 
Florida has produced her al- 
loted amount of sugar, but is is 
the hope of our cane farmers 
that in esmuch as Cuba no long- 
er ships sugar to us we will be 
give nan allotment equal to the 
amount we are capable of pro-

Puerto Rico, Virgin Islands, and 
Mexico. 


In anticipation, the men who 
grow sugar cane in Florida 
have extended themselves. 
There are 54,200 acres now un- 
der cultivation, and 73,200 acres 
being prepared.for sugar pro- 
duction. It is estimated that 
there are 200,000 to 250,000 
acres of land left in Florida 
suitable for growing sugar cane. 

The value of the mills, land, 


ment in South Florida at the 
present time is approximately. 
$128,000,000. This figure is in 
connection with seven mi 
companies in production now— 
or will be in the near future. 

As it stands now, ten million 
tons of sugar per year is the 
consumptive estimate of the 
United States. The wish of the 
people in this business in Flor- 
ida is to be allowed to produce 
for our consumption an in- 
creased amount of this ten mil- 
lion tons, In order to get a 
quota increase. Congress will 
have to enact new legislation. 
And new, favorable legislation 
is what the sugar industry in 
Florida needs. 

There is a reason. for my 
choosing to talk on this sub- 
ject. The Future Farmers of 
America, Pahokee Chapter, own 
eight acres of sugar cane. It has 
been interesting to plant and 
care for this cane . . . Anything 
that is done to promote the val- 
ue of the sugar cane crop in 
South Florida will directly af- 
fect all of the FFA members as 
it will every individual in this 
area.

Florida has three native var- 
ieties in her woods — one in 
| the western part, one in the eas- 
tern and central and other var- 
|iety in the southern tip of the 
| state. All bloom early in spring 
and sometimes in the fall if the 
weather is favorable. 

If you had rather buy than 
make a woodland safari, then 
try the imported Zephyrs from 
either Mexico or the West In- 
dies. The carinata is the most 
popular. It has large flowers, 
opening quite flat, and three to 
four inches across. They are 
dark pink when first open and 
change to lighter shades as the 
flowers fade. 

There are othe? kinds of 
Zephyranthes, so scarce that 
they are seldom seen. One of 
these is the variety citrina 
which bears deep yellow flowers 
on 10-inch stems. Citrina sets 
flowers several times during the 
summer. 

, You can get a start of Zephyr 
lilies either by seeds or by off- 
set bulbs developed from the 
base of old bulbs. Seeds or bulb- 
lets of these lilies germinate eas- 
ily. A good mixture for planting 
seeds is one-half building sand 
and one-half peat. You may also 
use screened woods mold. In| 
the garden these lilies thrive| 
best in sandy loam with a good | 
supply of well-rooted. organic 
matter, The lilies will put on a 
better show of blossoms if giv- 
en at least two applicatiqns of 
plant food during the growing 
season. 

Water is another essential for 
blooms. Because the plant is at- 
tached to a bulb, it can shift 
for itself for a short time with 
abet But as a number of the 
varieties are swamp plants, thi 
like to dip their feet inte pd 
Ey soil most of the time. 

Plant Zephyranthes bulbs 
quite close together and in con- 
siderable numbers for the best 
effect. For a multi-hued flower 
bed, plant a number of varieties 
in the same bed. When they 
burst into bloom at one time, 
your yard will be the show- 
| place of the neighborhood.

But 
don’t let the threat of wilting 
keep you from considering the 
flowers of the west wind, be- 
cause gathering new flowers 
each day will make you appre- 
ciate the fleeting beauty of these 
dainty flowers.

Home Nursing 
Service In 
P. B. County 


In the last two years, through 
the efforts of the Palm Beach 
County Health Department and 
interested members of the com- 
munity, a valuable addition was 
made to the health services in 
the Glades and southeastern 
area of the county. This service 
is designed to provide profes- 
sional nursing care of the sick 
at home. There are many bed- 
ridden and semi-ambulatory 
sick people that do not require 
hospitalization in our already 
crowded hospitals, but who do 
require nursing care. These may 
be convalescing stroke patients 
who require bed baths or spec- 
ial exercise; they may be can- 
cer patients who need injections 


they may be patients affected 
with crippling arthritis that 
need massage or heat treatment; 
or they might be a patient with 
any form of long-term illnesses 
that requires any type of ther- 
apy that can be administered 
effectively at home. This, of 
course, includes instruction to| 
the patient and family to help 
care for themselves and includes 
the always valuable interest and 
encouragement vital to a per- 
son's recovery. 


The personnell for this service 
are trained public health nur- 
ses, members of the Palm Beach 
County Health Department. The 
Visiting Nurse Association also | 
provides similar services in the 
West Palm Beach area, 


This valuable service should 
be reqüested through the pat- 
jent's family ohysician. The| 
doctor's instructions are then 
carried out by the nurse in the 
home. Fees for the service by 
the nurse are charged on a 
"sliding scale" dependent on the 
family budget. This service of- 


leave the hospital sooner, thus 
decreasing hospital expenses, 
and provides more hospital 
beds for acutely ill patients. 


The program in the southeast 
area of the county has progres- 
sed well, with a total of 231 
home visits during the last six 
months of 1961. Over half of 
the patients were over 60 years 
of age with cardiovascular dis- 
ease and cancer accounting for 
nearly one-half of the cases. 
Physicians in the southeast area 
referred 59 per cent of the cases. 
The program in the Glades area 
has been organized for two 
years but unfortunately, has not 
been utilized as well. There are 
of course, patients who would 
benefit from this service in the | 
Glades area but to date there| 
have not been many requests. 
The Glades Home Nursing 
Board is interested in making 
the service available to all of 
the people in the area who 
would benefit from home nurs- 
ing care, and this Board invites 
any inquiries from interested in- 
dividuals. Services can also be

A large number of eligible 
young people in Florida are 
failing to take advantage of the 
War Orphans Education pro- 
gram because of a wide-spread 
misunderstanding of the pro- 
visions of the law. 

Rufus H. Wilson, Manager of 
the ‘VA Regional] Office in, St. 
Petersburg, said today that a 
check on a large number of war 


orghans on record with the VA 
L'that'fhey. discontinued 
their aducptional pursuits after 


finishitig High school because 
they thought they would be eli- 
gible for war orphans benefits 
only if they continued in schools 
of higher learning. 

The law was enacted to pro- 
vide a program of financial aid 
for the education of young men 
and women whose parents — 
World War I, World War Il, 
Korea, and some peacetime vet- 
erans — died of injuries of dis- 
eases resulting directly from 
their military service. 

Wilson attributed the trouble 
to misinterpretation of the 
wording of the law which says: 
“The purpose of the law is to 
give those young people an op- 
portunity to get the “education” 
they other wise might have ob- 
tained had their parents lived.” 

In addition to an “educational 
goal,” the VA recognizes an in- 
stitutional curriculum or any 
combination of school subjects 
which will lead to a specific 
“vocational goal” — such as 
bookkeeper or machinist. 

“Preparation for yarious oc- 
cugetiong! the vocational and 
tec ca fi alsó {8 a vital 
factor in educating youth for 
today's highly competitive busi- 
ness and industrial field, Wilson 
stated.
